There’s no need of too mu ch worry 
abou t making you r meat allowance 
stretch when there are all those deli­ 
ciou s bonu s meats that can be had (at 
least at this writing). I sp eak of su ndry 
meats su ch as liver, heart, kidney, p ig» ’ 
feet and all those extras that don’t 
come in on the meat q u ota. 


As far as nu tritional valu e goes, they 
have everything that other meats have, 
and in most eases, more too. Liver, 
heart, and kidney are right on top of 
the list when it comes to contribu ting 
iron to the diet. They’re vitamin foods, 
too, for they contain vitamin* A, B. C, 
and some D. 


If you ’ve bu ilt u p a p sychological re­ 
sistance toward them, it is most likely 
becau se you ’ve p robably never tried 
them. Bu t if you like chicken giblets, 
then you 're bou nd to like these bonu s 
meats.

NUMBER OF MENINGITIS 


CASES SHOWS INCREASE 
R eports are coming in which 
indicate that possibly an increase 
in epidemic meningitis may occur 
in the United States. The number 
of reported cases m 1942 ig iar 
ahead of those reported in 1941 
and nearly twice those in 1940. 
We also hear that sporadic cases 
have 
begun 
to 
appear 
in 
the 
Arm y camps. 
In World W ar I we never were 
witnout meningitis in the Arm y 
camps, 
in 191/, when i arnved 
at the base hospital m San An­ 
tonio for duty, 1 took over a ward 
which had 2U cases of epidemic 
meningitis and 
during 
my two 
years stay there we always had 
one ward for these cases and wè 
never had less than 3 patients, 
either active or convalescent, and 
often we had as many as 40. 
There are 
two 
encouraging 
features of the possibility of such 
an epidemic which should be not­ 
ed. As a matter of Tact, both of 
them are the result of observa­ 
tions 
made during World 
W ar 
epidemics. 
Can Be reated Successfully. 
First, the disease, if taken early 
enough, can be successfully treat­ 
ed. In 1910, 95 per cent of the 
patients died. From 1917 to 1919, 
the mortality 
was less 
than 
5 
per cent due to serum properly 
administered. 
Sin(X! 
then 
we 
now have the sulonamide drugs 
which have 
proved 
successful 
adjuncts to serum. 
The 
second 
feature 
which 
should be noted and which will 
.^ave a great deal of morbidity 
is that people oan learn to be 
on the lookout for the disease and 
detect it in an early stage. Arm y 
surgeons .«?hould be and are es­ 
pecially alert to the possibility 
that a soldier who has a fever and 
who becomes drowsy and ment­ 
ally stuporous should have a di­ 
agnostic spinal fluid test in order 
to determine whether or not the 
condition 
may 
be 
meningitis. 
This applies to civilian practice 
as well. 
This may seem to be obvious, 
but it is astonishing how many 
cases 
of 
infectious 
disease 
are 
seen early bv physicians and dis- 
mi.s.sed as being due to “ influ­ 
enza’ or a “ bad cold” when the 
condition 
is 
actually 
something 
very serious. 
T have seen more 
cases of typhoid fe v e r this fall 
than I have seen in the last ?0 
vears and in about one-half of 
them 
the nhvslrian 
W'hn 
was 
called in f>r«;t Hineneced the .sit- 
ua/mn as “ influenza ” 
Fnidemic meningitis is likelv to 


occur 
whenever 
human 
beings 
mass from different parts of the 
country and there is a wide inter­ 
change of human contacts. 
It is 
probably spread by carriers who 
have become immune to the germs 
they have in their own nose and 
throat. 
That Is why It is particu­ 
larly likely to break out in war­ 
time. 
The germs probably get into the 
nose, then into the blood, and 
through the nose, by way of the 
small openings made by the ol­ 
factory nerves, into the coverings 
of the brain and spinal cord— the 
meninges. 
Here it sets up a pus 
infection which causes a depres­ 
sion of the entire nervous system. 
Diagnosis can be made definitely 
by removing some spinal fluid 
from low down in the spine and 
determining whether there is any 
pus present and if the pus cells 
contain the meningococci. 
If this 
diagnostic test is positive, anti­ 
meningococcic serum is adminis­ 
tered into the spinal canal. 
Also, 
as I have indicated above, it is 
treated by the use of the sulfona­ 
mide compounds. 
Low mortality 
is obtained 
nowadays, even 
in 
fairly advanced cases, by these 
methods, and when the condition 
is taken early enough the danger 
should be reduced to a very small 
minimum. 
Q U EST IO N S AND A N SW ER S 
W. J. B.: 
Is there any benefit 
in using sulphur and molasses as a 
blood cleanser? 
What effect does 
it have on a person? 
Is there any 
harm in taking too much? 
Answer: 
Sulphur and molasses, 
in spite of tradition, has no proved 
action on the blood. There may be 
a little iron in molasses and some 
mineral value in the sulphur, but 
that could be easiy obtained in a 
different way.

However, you can’t get away 
from the fact that some of the 
president’s 
friends

discussing a fourth term. They are 
doing it with various degrees ol 
reaction, how'ever. Some mention 
it reluctantly, as if they didn’t 
want 
it,

neces­ 
sary because there is no one cl.sc 
on the democratic horizon. 
Some 
definitely 
believe 
the 
president 
should run, hope he 
w ill run, and think he will be 
elected. They, however, are in a 
minority. 
Different Than 1940. 
From one man, not as close as 
Hopkins but who sees tlie presi­ 
dent frequently, comes this di­ 
agnosis: 
“ It w ill take wild horses to drag 
the Boss into running for a fourth 
term. But he isn’t going to say 
so. There is nothing he loves more 
than to keep people guessing. He 
is going to do just what he did 
last tfme— say nothing until the 
last minute. 
“ However, the picture is differ­ 
ent from that in 1940, Then, we 
approached certain war, W’ith only 
one man who could lead and unify 
the country in preparation 
for 
that war. The nation w'as torn be­ 
tween isolationists and interven­ 
tionists. We could have been dis­ 
astrously split, the way the nazis 
planned.

Monday, the council now has au­ 
thority to “ limit the hours for the 
sale of gasoline or coal,” at the 
municipal coal and gasoline sta­ 
tions.

proper.” 
Limiting the sale, or suspension 
of

altogether, may be 
accomplished,

ordinance, through passage by the 
council of a resolution. 
Passage of the amendment is 
believed to be a prelude to the 
ouncil on Monday of next week 
suspending the sale of gasoline. 
If that is done it will be a stop­ 
loss measure.
